Danger Lurks in Frisco

Japanese School Teacher a Graduate of Mount Holyoke Who Returned to

America Despite Fears of Her Countrywomen That Danger Threatens
Japanese Women in San Francisco

Educated at Mount Holyoke College and Now
Head of School at Home Daughter of

Mikados Land Comes Back to
America Despite Warnings

Native Japanese women have come to
regard San Francisco as a dangerous
place and manifestly fear for those of
their countrymen who contemplate vta
lUng the city This was made plain in
the warnings which they gave to Miss
Yoshl Kajtro a charming Japanese
woman who had Just comedo Washing-
ton after a two months visit to friends-
on the Pacific coast

Miss Kajiro left Japan about nine
months ago on her way to the United
States to study certain phases of the
school system in this country

Disregarded Warnings
Before I left home she said

begged me not to go to an
Francisco Do not go there they said
it is dangerous to go there but I did
not heed their warnings because I want-
ed to see for myself just what the con-

ditions were I was not sent for this
purpose but I had become interested
In the reports which had reached us in

and I was very anxious to seo
for myself

And It was lovely Miss

and surprise No one did any-
thing to me and I spent two months
out thero visiting my Japanese mends
on the coast The reports have been
much exaggerated and I shaJr take
groat pleasure in telling the people all
about it when I go home

Sass Kajiro Is head of the Sanyo
Girls School In Okayama Japan not
a great distance from Kobe There are
more three hundred students In
the school although it Is a private in
stitution

No this Is by no means my first
visit to the United States for I spont
four years horo at Mount Holyoke Col
lege and shall spend the remaining
days of my visit in this country with
some of my classmates around Boston
and New York

Ten Years a Teacher-
I came hore at the time of tho

Worlds Fair In Chicago and wont to
college As soon as I finished my
course there I returned to Japan and
for the past ten years have been con-
nected with the Sanyo school They
gave me a vacation of ten months In
which to return to the United States
for a visit and my time Is nearly up

JaJtro said with a smile
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I have been here six months During
that time I have visited many places
and have made a study more of high
schools than of colleges
